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The DeSiciencies of West Point. 


We are not at all prepared to accept the very 
biiter epirit lately manifested in the Senate 
against West Point as a just exponent of the 
feelings of the people ; but it is undeniable 
thatthe institution le ne longer the popular 
favorite it was. The Senate minority did 
wrong in secking to make'an end of the insti- 
tution by withholding the appropriation nec- 
essary to ite life; and yet it is perfectly true 
that the rebeliion has brought out great evils 
and deficiencies in its management, never ap- 
preciated before.” The aim should be not to 
destroy but to correct. 


The primary error bas been in notmaking 
native capacity the great criterion in deter- 
mining the admissions into the institution. 
Generally this is the last consideration which 
influences the Congressman who has the nom- 
inating power. We may eay that in nine 
cases out of ten, the disposition to serve some 
personal or political friend controls the entire 
matter. It is @ mere chance Wf the 
bey actually selected from the dozens 
of applicants Has any natural gifts whatever. 
This faithless style of performing a grave 
public: datv, of necessity, fills West Point 
maloly with mediocrity, when in fact it ought 
to be the training-place of the very brightest 
young men in the Jand. Hon. M. F. Oprct, 
member from one of the Brooklyn Districts, 
did a noble thing, last year, in promising the 
nomination,which was in hig-hands, to the best 
male ‘scholar of right age in the. public 
schools; and it wees most worthy boy who 
took the prize. Had our Congresemen in time 
past been equally true to the pablic interests 
ia this important matter, we should not now 
have such reason to complain 6f the dearth” 
of genuine genius among our military leaders 
in ui presént ‘war. 

‘It has been too generally taken for granted 
that a professional education mt Weat Point. 
makes a payne 
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ver, and countless bets of a disciplined and 
desperate enemy. 

We by no means intend to disparage the | 
valee of a complete nillitary education. | 
Where there is the genius to command, it 
aids it. Where there is no such genius, it at 
all events can make the thorough-bred sub- 
aitern. “But to render West Point what it 
ought to be, greater care should be taken 
to supply .it. with the best natural endow- 
ments to be found among the rising generation. 
Thea there should be @n assurance that the 
course of study there is in all respects adapted 
to its aims. This, to say the least, isnow very 
doubtful. We'must suppose that the Govérn- 
ment iteelf has such a doubt; otherwise it 
would not have enlarged the curriculum from 
four years to five, as was. done two or.three 
years since; which arrangement, we eup- 
pose, would have continued bat for tae rebel- 
lion. Our own fall bellefis, that the @ducatidn 
at West Point has been too strictly professional, 
and consequently too.narrow.. Thedivine, the 
lawyer, the pliyeician has, or may have, the 
benefit of a four yeare’ college course, and 
then enter upon his professional studies 
proper, which occapy three” years further. 
The military aspirant, on the other band, en- 
ters upon his professional studies at once, 
with no base but the elementary branches ; 
and if these studies ‘remain strictly pidiee: 
sional, the result almost necessarily is a very 
one-sided sort.of discipline and culture. Te 


reasoning, more than to any other one thing, is 
to be ascribed the extraordinary moral pheno- 
menoa of so many graduates of the inetitation 


honor and duty, in treason te'the Government 
that had educated them te be its special de- 
feaders. Wéat Point has as good ‘a right as 
any institation in the Innd to a complete and 
generous course of study that develops every 
form of intellectual force and moral worth. 
We hope yet to seethe day when this will be 
realized.
